TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a “dedicated” family man 
who died following a tragic 
collision on the Mil. 

Paul Fallowes, 45, of Duck 
Lane, Haddenham, died in 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge on Saturday. 

The HGV he was driving 
collided with another HGV 
near Madingley last Tuesday. 

Paul had become a grand¬ 
father just four weeks ago. 

His hobbies were spend¬ 
ing time with his family and 
he was an avid West Ham 
fan. 

In a statement released 
by police, his family said: 
“Paul’s death is a tragedy and

a massive loss. It will leave a 
huge hole in all of our lives. 

“Paul was an amazing, 
dedicated, thoughtful family 


man. He always had time for 
others and was always there 
for everyone with a cheeky 
smile and a bear hug. 

“He was totally commit¬ 
ted to his family. He recently 
became a very proud grand¬ 
father and had a close rela¬ 
tionship with his son Cur¬ 
tis and his granddaughter 
Eloise. 

“Paul thought of step¬ 
daughter Pennie and step¬ 
sons Patch and Maxwell as 
his own and was a real dad 
to them all.” 

His partner, Wanda, said 
she was devastated by Paul’s 
death and described him as 
her “rock”.

DOZENS of parents attend¬ 
ed a meeting at Ely College 
to find out what is being 
done to improve the school. 

Local MP Lucy Frazer 
called the meeting and 
chaired it on Friday after¬ 
noon alongside college 
principal, Evelyn Forde, the 
new chair of governors, Tri¬ 
cia Pritchard, CfBT School 
Trust’s chief executive, Chris 
Tweedale, and Tim Coulson, 
who is the regional schools 
commissioner for the East 
of England. 

The academy was placed 
into special measures in 
March and the CfBT Schools 
Trust brought in Evelyn as 
the new principal in April. 

But after a follow-up in¬ 
spection in October, Ofsted 
inspector Paul Tomkow said 
the academy is “not taking 
effective action towards the 
removal of special meas¬ 
ures”. 

In a letter to parents, Mrs 
Pritchard said the focus of 
the meeting was on “pro¬ 
gress with addressing the 
issues in the Ofsted inspec¬ 
tion report and further plans 
for moving forward”.

Around 60 parents attend¬ 
ed the meeting. 

A press conference was 
held immediately after¬ 
wards, at which Mrs Forde, 
Mrs Pritchard and Mr 
Tweedale were present. 

Mrs Forde said: “My vi¬ 
sion in April remains the 
same vision today - for Ely 
College to be the school of 
choice and that we become 
a school that delivers excel¬ 
lent outcomes for students. 

“I know we are not there 
yet; it will take time to 
change some of the histori¬ 
cal processes and change 
the ethos and culture that 
existed under the previous 
leadership but I recognise 
that there are fundamental 
areas of school improve¬ 
ment that we must continue 
to address now, one of which 
is improving teaching and 
learning in the classroom.” 

Mrs Forde came to Ely 
College from Langdon Acad¬ 
emy in East London, where 
she was senior vice princi¬ 


pal. 

She has worked at six large 
comprehensive schools in 
London, which have ranged 
in ‘outstanding’ to being in 
‘special measures’. 

Mrs Pritchard, who is a 
former Ofsted inspector and 
was director of education 
for the Diocese of Ely for 
around three years. 

She said: “The govern¬ 
ing body is fully support¬ 
ing the leadership team as 
they strive to implement 
the changes that need to be 
made in order to accelerate 
pupils’ progress and to ac¬ 
celerate the speed at which 
the school comes out of spe¬ 
cial measures. 

“The governing body is 
also calling the leadership 
team to account by asking 
challenging and insightful 
questions. 

“Turning around a school 
doesn’t happen overnight 
but there should be no slip¬ 
page. 

“Our aim is not just to get 
Ely College out of special 
measures and for it to be 
a school that requires im¬ 
provement - our aim is for it 
to be a good school again.”

Chancellor vows to 'look closely' at bid for A10 upgrades 


GEORGE Osborne has told MP Lucy 
Frazer that he will "look closely" at 
her bid for the A10 between Ely and 
Cambridge to be upgraded. 

During Treasury Questions last 
week, the Chancellor told the South 
East Cambridgeshire MP: "We have 


put a huge amount of investment 
into Cambridge, and I congratulate 
my honourable friend on the strong 
start she has made in recent months 
in championing her constituency. 
"That has been continued today 
with a big bid for the A10, which I 


will take a close look at." 

Mrs Frazer said: "I am pleased 
by the positive indication from the 
Chancellor that he will be looking at 
my bid for an upgrade to the A10. 

"Further infrastructure investment 
is needed not only to continue 


attracting economic investment to 
Cambridgeshire, but also to help 
those residents who frequently 
suffer from delays as they commute 
to work or take their children to 
school. I will follow this up with the 
Local Enterprise Partnership."

Man arrested

A MAN has been arrested on 
suspicion of raping a teenage girl 
in Haddenham. 

Cambridgeshire police 
announced on Tuesday that 
they have stepped up patrols 
in the village following reports 
of a serious sexual assault on a 
teenage girl last week. 

The incident is reported to 
have happened at a recreation 
ground off Hop Row at about 
7.45pm on Friday. 

A 43-year-old man from 
Haddenham was arrested later 
the same evening on suspicion 
of rape. 

He has been released on 
bail to return to Parkside 
Police Station in Cambridge on 
Saturday. 

Area Commander for East 
Cambridgeshire, DCI Donna 
Wass, said: "I would like to 
reassure members of the public 
that we believe this to be an 
isolated incident. 

"My first priority is care for 
the victim and protection of the 
local community which is why 
we have dedicated resources 
to provide an increased 
reassurance to both the victim 
and community."

School patrol 
cuts are closer

LOLLIPOP men and women 
across the Ely area are one 
step closer to losing their 
jobs next year. 

Different committees 
at cash-strapped Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
are now working their way 
through the £41 million of 
cuts proposed by officers. 

Last month, each commit¬ 
tee asked officers to review 
particular cuts, with these 
results being presented back 
to the committees for review 
this month. 

The council’s highways 
and community infrastruc¬ 
ture committee went first 
last week - and has given a 
steer as to what might es¬ 
cape the axe. 

The committee refused 
to endorse cuts to mobile 
libraries and roads mainte¬ 
nance - but did recommend 
axing school crossing patrols 
and grants to the voluntary 
sector, as well as endorsing 
old plans to switch off the 
county’s streetlights in resi¬ 


dential areas between mid¬ 
night and 6am. 

As previously reported, 
cutting school crossing pa¬ 
trols will save the council 
£171,000. 

Several schools in the Ely 
area have lollipop men and 
women, including Weather- 
alls Primary School and St 
Andrew’s Primary School, 
both in Soham, Rackham 
Primary School in Witchford, 
Sutton Primary School and 
Littleport Community Pri¬ 
mary School, to name just a 
few. 

Many schools have start¬ 
ed campaigning, including 
parents whose children at¬ 


tend Spring Meadow Infant 
and Nursery School and St 
Mary’s Junior School, both in 
Ely’s High Barns. 

They have launched a pe¬ 
tition in a bid to stop their 
lollipop man, Martin Skip¬ 
per, from losing his job - and 
more than 600 people have 
signed it. 

The council says a “wide- 
ranging consultation” is on¬ 
going and that a decision will 
not be made until February.

TESCO has agreed to phase 
out one of its controversial 
bag for life designs following 
uproar from animal lovers. 

Will Law, from Littleport, 
launched a petition calling 
on the supermarket giant 
to ditch its ‘Meat Glorious 
Meat’ bag - and 2,526 peo¬ 
ple signed it within four 
days. 

Tesco bosses have now 
confirmed that the bag will 
be phased out by Lebruary 
next year. 

Mr Law, 22, is a student 
at Sussex University and a 
member of the Green Party. 
His petition on change.org, 
entitled ‘Provide distin¬ 
guishable bags for life that 
don’t glorify killing animals’, 
gained support from Ame¬ 
lia Womack, deputy leader 
of the Green Party, as well 
as numerous animal rights 
organisations and vegan 
groups. 

Mr Law said: “This is a 
fantastic example of people 
being able to express their 
views using the democratic 
tools available to us today. 

“In consideration of the 
World Health Organisation 
report about the carcino¬ 
genic risks of excessive meat 
consumption - as well as 
the state of animal welfare, 
the needless slaughter of 
8000 million animals a year 
in the UK, and the fact that 
animal agriculture contrib¬ 
utes more to climate change 
than all modes of transport 
combined - there really is 
nothing ‘glorious’ about

meat.” 

Among those who signed 
the petition was Sarah Har¬ 
ris, who said: “Animals 
should be respected and 
they deserve our compas¬ 
sion. 

“They are force-bred, 
pumped full of hormones, 
they have to endure pain¬ 
ful castration, horn remov¬ 
al and other procedures 
without pain relief, they 
are kept in small cramped 
filthy spaces where they can 
barely turn around if at all, 
babies are ripped away from 
their mothers, male chicks 
are ground up because they 
are considered as “waste” - 
so now tell me how any of 
that can be considered ‘glo¬ 
rious’?” 

Stella Goddard said: “This 


bag is offensive, insensitive 
and inappropriate.” 

Tesco apologised for any 
offence caused and stated 
via Twitter that the bags 
would be phased out by 
Lebruary 2016. 

A spokesman for the su¬ 
permarket said: “We always 
listen to feedback from our 
customers and although we 
never intended any offence 
with this design we are 
phasing it out in light of the 
feedback we have received.” 

Mr Law said: “We thank 
Tesco for recognising their 
error, and hope that they 
will now turn their efforts 
towards promoting the 
many benefits of a plant- 
based diet instead.” 

Mr Law is also trying to 
persuade Turnstone Es¬ 
tates, the firm behind Ely’s 
new Cineworld complex, to 
ditch McDonald’s and KLC 
for “healthier alternatives”. 
His online petition has been 
signed by over 1,700 people.

Rapist has jail term 
reduced by 338 days

A SERIAL rapist who targeted 
vulnerable women walking 
alone in Ely and Cambridge late 
at night has had almost a year 
wiped off his sentence. 

Clive Howard, 57, was dubbed 
the ‘Nightstalker’ after he admit¬ 
ted attacking at least six women 
over a period of nearly 30 years. 

He was jailed for a minimum 
of ten years and three months 
in April, when he was branded 
an “extremely dangerous sexual 
predator” by detectives investi¬ 
gating the case. 

However, on Friday, at the 
Court of Appeal in London, 
three senior judges said his 
jail term should be reduced by 
nearly a year. 

The original term did not give 
him credit for the time he had 
spent on remand before he was 
sentenced, said Judge Anthony 
Leonard QC. 

“We order that the minimum

term be reduced by 338 days so 
as to take account of the days 
spent on remand,” he said. 

The judge, sitting with Lady 
Justice Rafferty and Mr Justice 
Openshaw, said Howard had 
been guilty of a “litany of the 
most appalling conduct”. 

Following a police appeal 
more than a dozen women 
came forward fearing they had 
been targeted by the father-of- 
six. 

At his trial in Norwich he ad¬ 
mitted six counts of rape against 
a woman in Ely between No¬ 
vember 1986 and March 1993. 

Howard, of Battisford, near 
Stowmarket, Suffolk, was caught 
after committing a seventh rape 
offence on a woman in St Helens 


Wharf car park in Norwich on 
May 30, 2014. 

He also attempted to kidnap a 
woman in Cambridge at 2.15am 
on May 5, 2013, and admitted 
attempting to rape a second 
woman half an hour later at 
Christ’s Pieces. 

It was only when Norfolk de¬ 
tectives charged him with a rape 
in Norwich that his DNA was 
linked to a previously unsolved 
case in Cambridge. 

At the time of his trial Det Sgt 
Chris Burgess of Norfolk Police 
described Howard as a “loner” 
who had lived with his parents 
since his marriage broke down 
15 years ago. 

At the time of his arrest, he 
had an 82-year-old girlfriend. 

Howard can only be freed af¬ 
ter serving his minimum term 
if the parole board is convinced 
he is no longer a danger to the 
public.

LAST Thursday evening (December 3) 
I went to one of the now infrequent 
'Community Liaison Forum' meetings 
at the National Trust's Wicken Fen 
Nature Reserve. 

Under Any Other Business' I asked 
some questions about the wild and 
potentially dangerous Konik ponies 
from Poland which inhabit parts of 
the former food-growing farm land 
that form the so-called 'Wicken 
Vision' under the control of the 
National Trust. 

I was astonished to learn that 
there are now 93 of these animals 
on the land and that no proper 
breeding programme is in place. The 
stallions and the mares run together, 
they breed at will and the stallions 
fight over the mares. I pointed out 
that, as anybody involved in animal 
husbandry knows, inbreeding is 
about as bad for animals as it is for 
humans. 

As a person with some experience 
of keeping horses, I am concerned 
about the set-up at Wicken Fen and 
the welfare of so many equines on 
such a relatively small acreage. This 
isn't Exmoor with its 164,000 acres 
or the New Forest with its 140,000 
acres; it's Wicken Fen with some 
2,300 acres. 

The Konik thing at Wicken Fen has 
become chaotic and appears to be 
out of hand.

(both young and old) had some 
independence on travelling outside 
the village and taking up employment 
further afield, even if they didn't have 
their own transport. This bus used to 
travel from Newmarket to Soham via 
Snailwell, Chippenham, Isleham and 
Fordham, offering the opportunity 
for people from all these villages to 
visit other towns for work, shopping, 
education, recreation, or just meeting 
friends. It also provided an essential 
link to the doctors' surgeries and 
dental practices in Newmarket and 
Soham (and of course the community 
hospitals in Newmarket and Ely - 
not to mention Addenbrooke's in 
Cambridge). 

Sadly, all opportunities for public 
transport links have been taken from 
us. The Government very kindly 
offers free bus passes to elderly 
people, but I think this system is 
rossly unfair, as the only people who 
enefit are those who are lucky to 
be on a bus route. My only chance 
to use my pass has been when I have 
been lucky to persuade a neighbour 
to take me to Fordham to catch a 
bus from there, but sadly having to 
wait at a bus stop with no shelter or 
opportunity to sit down, I have been 
stranded on several occasions when 
buses have simply not turned up. 

There are numerous elderly people 
in these villages who, although they 
dearly wish to give up driving, cannot 
survive if they do as they become 
trapped within their own homes. 

We are extremely lucky to have a 
shop in our village and a good one it 
is too, supplying all our needs in food. 

However, for clothes or anything else 
we need to go elsewhere. 

It is not just the elderly who suffer; 
teenagers have little choice other 
than to rely totally on parental help 
when getting to better schools or 
any other opportunities outside the 
village. It is even a challenge to join 
in after-school activities or meet with 
friends out of school whilst studying 
after the age of 11 in Soham. 

The population is rising and prices 
are soaring for accommodation, 
especially in Cambridge. People will 
be looking to the villages for housing 
but this will limit their freedom if they 
cannot drive (especially as they get 
older). 

We appreciate that huge double- 
decker buses are not viable, but 
would it not be sensible to use 
smaller mini-buses, which can move 
more easily through the country lanes 
(and even through the narrow streets 
of Cambridge). 

The provision of more transport has 
been high on our priorities in these 
villages for a long time, with support 
from local clergy, who know only 
too well how many people become 
trapped in their own homes due to 
the cuts in services.

Opening of new 
school delayed 


ELY’S new primary school 
will not be ready in time to 
open in January as planned. 

Parents of children at the 
Isle of Ely Primary School 
received a letter from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
last Friday telling them that 
the multi-million facilities 
will not be ready until the 
spring term. 

In the letter, which has 
been sent to the Ely News 
by several angry parents, 
Vikki Spittles, the council’s 
education capital projects 
officer, says: “I regret to have 
to write to you to inform you 
that unfortunately, we need 
to delay the hand-over of the 
new primary school build¬ 
ing at Cam Drive. 

“This is the result of a 
problem with the utility

connections, despite every 
effort having been made to 
progress this work as quickly 
as possible. 

“This has had a knock-on 
effect on the programme for 
the surfacing work to the 
highway road to the school. 

“Until this work is com¬ 
plete, we do not have a safe 
access to the school. 

“We also need to have an 
independent certificated 
test of all utilities once con¬ 
nected. We aim to have that 
certification in the New Year. 

“In order to allow suffi¬ 
cient time for the school to 
move it is now planned to 
schedule the move to the 
new school accommodation 


in the spring term.” 

The school, which is run 
by the ALT, is currently oper¬ 
ating from Ely St Mary’s Jun- 
ior School, in High Barns. 

The ALT and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
were hoping the new school 
- located in Cam Drive - 
would be finished in time 
for September this year but 
in March they announced 
the state-of-the-art facili¬ 
ties would not be ready until 
lanuary. 

The construction of the 
school has been managed 
by the Kier Group.

MPs discuss ‘frustrating’ 
delays to Ely rail upgrade

MPS have met with the Trans¬ 
port Secretary following the 
‘frustrating’ announcement that 
the Ely North Junction will not 
be upgraded until at least 2019. 

South East Cambridgeshire 
MP Lucy Frazer, South West 
Norfolk MP Elizabeth Truss and 
Mid Norfolk MP George Free¬ 
man met Patrick McLoughlin in 
the House of Commons to dis¬ 
cuss the project and stress the 
importance of the upgrades. 

On Friday, Mrs Truss then met 
with Network Rail and Govia 
Thameslink Railway represena- 
tives at Ely railway station to 
discuss the scheme. 

She said: “I want passengers 
and businesses to have certainty 
as soon as possible about when 
the half hourly service on the 
King’s Lynn to London line will 
be in place and when the junc¬ 
tion will be upgraded. 

“The Ely North is such a key 
junction in East Anglia as once 
upgraded it will increase the ca¬ 
pacity on a number of rail links.” 

The upgrades were due to be 
finished in the current spending 
round, which runs until 2019, 
however Network Rail has an-

nounced that the work will take 
place in the next spending pe¬ 
riod, which runs from 2019 until 
2024. 

Bosses say the delays are “to 
allow co-ordination with safety 
critical level crossing works 
nearby.” 

By doubling the junction, 
which is located at Queen Ad¬ 
elaide, it would allow trains to 
run every half hour from Cam¬ 
bridge to King’s Lynn and Nor¬ 
wich. 

James Palmer, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil, has also written to Network 
Rail. He said: “While I can un¬ 
derstand the pressures Network 
Rail face, I do find it very frus¬ 
trating given the rapid growth 
we are experiencing it is always 
our area which is affected by 
their decision to reschedule 
their plans. 

“I would like to assure resi¬ 
dents that I am writing to Net¬ 
work Rail seeking assurances 
that they will progress this pro¬ 
ject with no further delay.” 


Celebrations in Welney 

VILLAGERS in Welney have a new 
community and sports pavilion to look 
forward to. 

Planning permission has been 
granted for the new single-storey 
building on the village playing field. 

The project to replace the 
dilapidated village hall and playing 
field pavilion has been in the pipeline 
for years and the new hall is being 
specially designed to support a wide 
range of sports and village activities. 

Welney Parish Council has been 
successful in raising the £222,000 
needed for the new building with help 
from the Marshals Charity Welney, 
WREN’s FCC Communities Fund and 
the Sport England Inspired Facilities 
Fund. 

It is hoped work on the new pavilion 
will start in March next year.

BOTH South East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire MP Lucy Fraz¬ 
er and North East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire MP Stephen 
Barclay voted in favour of 
taking military action in 
Syria. 

The only local MP who 
voted against the bombings 
was Cambridge’s Labour MB 
Daniel Zeichner. 

Mrs Frazer told the Ely 
News the Government had a 
“duty to protect citizens”. 

She said: “I voted in favour 
for a number of reasons. 
The first, and most critical, 
is that Daesh poses a direct 
threat to our peace and se¬ 
curity as British citizens. 
That is undeniable. 

“In the last 12 months 
Britain’s police and secu¬ 
rity services have disrupted 
seven terrorist plots to at¬ 
tack the UK. And as a Gov¬ 
ernment we have a duty to 
protect our citizens. Whilst 
some argue that taking ac¬ 



tion will have consequences 
the grim reality is that not 
taking action will have con¬ 
sequences too. 

“Secondly, we cannot con¬ 
tract out this responsibility. 
When our closest allies are 
attacked and call for our as¬ 
sistance and when UN Res¬ 
olution 2249 unanimously 
calls upon member states 
to Take all necessary meas¬ 
ures’ to prevent terrorist acts 
we should, with others, take 
up that international re¬ 
sponsibility.” 

Ian Shields QBE, a lec¬ 


turer in International Rela¬ 
tions at Anglia Ruskin Uni¬ 
versity in Cambridge, says 
aerial bombing alone is not 
enough. 

Mr Shields, who lives in 
Ely and is a former Group 
Captain in the RAF, said: 
“Aerial bombing alone will 
not achieve the aim of sta¬ 
bilising the region - it never 
does and never has. 

“Bombing may help in the 
short to medium-term, but 
a more joined-up and co¬ 
herent strategy is required 
in the longer term and that 
strategy is yet to emerge. 

“Above all, we need cool 
heads and a serious, long¬ 
term engagement to address 
what is rapidly becoming 
the leading challenge to 
peace and stability within 
the international order to¬ 
day.”

RECYCLING 

Recycling rise 
is ‘astonishing’ 


EAST Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council is now among 
the top 30 authorities when 
it comes to recycling. 

Since the introduction 
of wheelie bins in the Ely 
area in 2013, the district’s 
recycling percentage has in¬ 
creased from 33.4 per cent 
(2012/13) to 56.6 per cent 
(2014/15). 

Of 320 councils responsi¬ 
ble for waste collections in 
England, the authority has 
moved from 257th to 26th 
position in the recycling 
league table. 

The Department for En¬ 
vironment Food and Rural 
Affairs (DEFRA) announced 
the recycling performance 
for English councils dur¬ 
ing 2014/15 last week, and 
for the second year running 
East Cambridgeshire was 
the third most improved 
area with an increase of 11.2 
per cent from 2013/14. 

Julia Huffer, the council’s 
waste and recycling cham¬ 
pion, said: “The improve¬ 
ment in our recycling rates

since the introduction of our 
wheeled bin recycling ser¬ 
vice in 2013 has been noth¬ 
ing short of astonishing. 

“From a low recycling rate 
we are now pushing towards 
our target of 60 per cent. 

“To put that into context, 
we have recycled over 8,500 
more tonnes of waste than 
we did in 2013 - this is the 
equivalent of diverting near¬ 
ly 700 full collection lorry 
loads from landfill to recy¬ 
cling.” 

Mrs Huffer said: “We 
must say a huge thank you 
to our residents who have 
embraced the wheelie bins 
service. 

“However we know we 
cannot be complacent and 
will continue to promote 
and encourage people to 
recycle more through ideas 
such as our monthly prize 
draw initiative - ‘It pays 
to recycle in East Cam¬ 


bridgeshire’ - which has so 
far awarded over £5,000 in 
prizes to residents for using 
their blue recycling bins.” 

The wheeled bin recycling 
service involves: 

■ A blue lidded wheeled 
bin recycling collection, in¬ 
cluding paper, glass, food 
and drinks cans, plastic bot¬ 
tles and hard plastic food 
containers, cartons and 
cardboard. This is collected 
fortnightly. 

■ A green lidded wheeled 
bin collection for garden 
and food waste. This is col¬ 
lected fortnightly. 

■ Refuse in black sacks 
continue to be collected 
weekly.

HISTORY 

The Telegraph History Of The World, Edited by Gavin 
Fuller (Aurum Press, £20): If you want to know how the 
news has hit the headlines in the last 160 years, this 
fascinating book holds the answers. The paper sent 
Stanley to Africa; 22-year-old Churchill wrote from 
the North-West frontier for £5 a column, and Kipling 
from the front in the First World War. As well as wars, 
banking crises, terrorist attacks and elections, reporters 
of the day covered royal births and weddings, plus 
political scandal. Edited by the head of the Telegraph 
library, it’s perfect for recalling news events for 
relatives, long after the Queen’s Speech.

ELY District Scouts’ Christmas Post 
service is back - and residents across 
the district are being urged to support 
it. 

The Christmas Post for Scouts 
scheme is run in cities and towns 
across the UK each year and came to 
East Cambridgeshire for the first time 
three years ago. 

Instead of buying Royal Mail stamps, 
residents are able to purchase cheaper 
Scouts stamps for 25p, and ask the lo¬ 
cal Scouts to deliver their Christmas 
cards instead of Royal Mail. 

Of the 25p raised from the purchase 
of each stamp, 20p usually goes to the 
Scouts and 5p goes to local charities. 

Chris Beale, commissioner the Ely 
District Scouts, said: “This hugely 
popular service allows people to send 
Christmas cards to Ely, Stretham, Lit- 
tleport, Witchford, Witcham, Had- 
denham, Little Downham, Wilburton, 
Sutton and Little Thetford over the 
coming weeks for only 25p each. 

“Under the Telecommunications 
Act 1981, charitable organisations 
such as the Scout Association are al¬ 


lowed to collect mail for a fee and de¬ 
liver it between the dates of November 
25 and January 1. 

“The only limitation to the service is 
that only cards and letters conveying 
Christmas or New Year greetings may 
be delivered using the service.” 

Every year, the Scouts are given the 
chance to design a stamp and the best 
designs are chosen to be printed. This 
year there was a prize for the overall 
best stamp and this was won by Isaac 
Greaves from 1st Stretham Scouts. 


Chris said: “Ely District Scouts have 
been growing in numbers over the 
last year and we are looking at open¬ 
ing new sections to enable us to bring 
Scouting to as many people across the 
area as possible. 

“To do this we are always looking 
for volunteers to help, either working 
directly with the young people, or in 
support roles to help 6 to 18 year olds 
get the most out of their Scouting ad¬ 
venture.”

If you are getting viewers through 
the door but not receiving any offers 
my suggestion would be to take your 
property off the market, stage it and 
then re-launch it-you should also 
be able to revise the sale price at that 
point depending on the value added to 
the property as a result of the staging 
process. 

The task of the home staging expert is 
to make your house into an aspirational 
home by improving the best qualities 
and, especially when the staging 
budget is a consideration, prioritise the 
rooms that are likely to impress. Before 
agreeing a budget for staging a house 
it is essential to consider the local 
property market, the current value of 
the property and the potential added 
benefit versus the costs the seller will 
incur. 

The stylist will visit your house for 
about two hours during which time 
they will listen to your concerns and 


requirements in terms of timeline and 
budget, and assess its space, light, 
style, cleanliness, tidiness, general 
appearance and allure. They will then 
be able to advise and discuss with you 
how you could improve the warmth 
and balance of the house and increase 
the kerb appeal to ensure that potential 
buyers viewing the property can 
visualise themselves and their family 
living there.

Once the project is complete and 
your home has a new lease of life it is 
crucial to convey it to your potential 
buyers. Of course the property details 
and therefore the photos do a lot of 
the talking, especially at this time 
of year. Adding a few cost effective 
additional festive touches will warm 
the atmosphere and uplift the mood 
of the house thus making it even more 
appealing and aspirational. You cannot 
underestimate the value of creating an 
inviting ambience with seasonal scents 
and festive arrangements. 

Of course all of these tips and 
pointers can be applied if you are 
staying put. A property stylist can also 
help to organize a bit of a de-clutter, 
tidy and refresh or assist you if you are 
moving into a new house by looking 
for fabrics and furniture and helping 
narrow down the right ideas for your 
new home.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

d Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

Q Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

Q Kitchen cupboards - go through your kitchen 
cupboards and throw out anything not in date.

Q Dismantle and disconnect - take down 
curtains, fixtures and fittings and disconnect 
white goods ready for transport. 

Q Outdoor items - make sure that these are 
stacked together and ready to be moved. 

Q Mobile - place your mobile on charge the night 
before moving and ensure that all relevant 
people have your number.

He may have made the final of this year’s Great British Bake Off, but Cambridgeshire’s Ian Cumming 
maintains he’s “still a newbie’’ when it comes to making cakes. Alice Ryan calls in to his kitchen 
in Great Wilbraham to talk about cooking crumble in Sudan, baking a birthday cake for the Dalai 
Lama, and making that road-kill pie for Paul and Mary. 




A MINUTE or so after we settle ourselves 
at his kitchen table - joined by Freddy 
the elderly ginger cat, who coils himself 
carefully on the seat next to mine - Ian 
Cumming leaps to the sound of a timer pinging. 
He's got a vat of mincemeat in the oven, and it's 
in need of a stir. 

"I never make enough," he says, heaving a 
cauldron of the stuff on to the worktop. "So this 
year I thought I'd really go for it. . ." Hoiking a 
linen-wrapped bouquet garni from the pan, he 
sends a deliciously sweet-yet-tart waft my way. 
Cinnamon, I hazard? And star anise? "Ha! Yes! I 
do use them quite a lot, don't I?" 

As any fan of The Great British Bake Off 
will know, said spices starred in Ian's final 
showstopper: a tiered carrot cake of colossal 
proportions, which master baker Paul Hollywood 
- the Simon Cowell of the Tent of Dreams - 
declared among the best he'd ever eaten. 

Entering this year's competition "woefully 
unprepared" and "naively, really: I'd only seen 
half of one series", Ian became an early front¬ 
runner after being crowned Star Baker three 
weeks on the trot - and made it all the way to 
the final. "I went in with really low expectations. 
They got even lower after week one, when Paul 
described one of my bakes as 'like chewing on 
wallpaper paste'! So to surprise yourself like that. 

. . It's nice. Really nice." 

A record 15 million people tuned in to watch 
the photographer from Great Wilbraham, 
trainee anaesthetist Tamal Ray from Manchester 
and Luton mum-of-three Nadiya Hussain, the 
eventual winner, battle it out to be crowned the 
country's best amateur baker. 

"I knew the show was popular, but I had 
no idea it was such a big thing: 15 million 
people watching the three of us make cakes? 
incredible." 

"Nadiya was such a worthy winner," adds Ian. 
"Her depth of knowledge is amazing. And did 
you hear her acceptance speech? I could have 
thought about it for a month and not come up 
with anything half as good." 

As you may have gathered, Ian's anything but 
showy-offy. He's warm, friendly, remarkably 
self-effacing; qualities which didn't quite shine 
through on the TV show. 

"A group of 20-something girls came up to me 
at an event the other day, asking for a selfie," 
says Ian, mincemeat returned to the oven. "I said 
yes - I know the fame's only going to last for five 
minutes, so I'm making the most of it! - and they 
snapped away. 

"A few minutes later, I walked past them in 
the crowd and heard

with that'. . . I guess I'll choose to take it as a 
compliment!" 

Ian first copped stick for being teacher's pet, 
thanks to his trio of Star Baker gongs, and was 
then dubbed 'Creepy Ian' by the tabloids - after 
baking judges Paul Hollywood and Mary Berry a 
road-kill pie. 

"During the audition process, I knew I 
needed to stand out to stand a chance; so many 
thousands apply. So in one of my interviews, 
when I was asked 'What would you bring to 
the show that's different?', I said I'd like to see 
Paul and Mary try road-kill pie. The producer's 
response was: 'Nobody's ever said THAT to me 
before'." 

Before you get the wrong end of the stick, 

Ian's keen to point out that he only picks up 
"bumps, not pancakes. And only things you'd 
find in a game butchers: rabbit, hare, venison. 

I'm not about to start roasting hedgehog". 

And he does it for the most considered 
reasons: "I'm genuinely disturbed by the amount 
of greenhouse gases that result from red meat 
production: it's a serious subject. When it comes 
to environmental impact, and animal welfare for 
that matter, wild venison is as good as red meat 
gets." 

As an Ian fan - having a local hopeful to root 
for was a joy - I suggest the edit 
of the show wasn't always 
flattering. "Ah, I don't know. . 

. I'm my own worst critic. I'd 
hear myself on TV and think 
'Ian! What the hell did you say 
that for!'. 

"We keep a small flock of 
guinea fowl - we lived 
in Malawi for a bit 
and fell in love with 
them there - and 
I took some of 
their eggs into the 
tent. I thought 
it would be 
something a 
bit different, 
but I just came 
across as a bit of a 
smartarse." 

It was at the height 
of Bake Off fever that 
the Dalai Lama came 


to the UK; Ian has long been his go-to British 
photographer. To mark the spiritual leader's 80th 
birthday, Ian baked him a cake in the shape of 
a lotus flower and presented it on stage at the 
02. "Listening to him talking to Rowan Williams 
reminded me that all that negative nonsense was 
just that: nonsense. What guys like these have to 
say; that's what's important." 

Ian first met the Dalai Lama in India and 
admits being awe-struck. "I didn't know what to 
say to the guy. He broke the ice by looking down 
at my great leather walking boots - I'd come 
through Tibet - and saying 'What very big feet 
you have'. . ." 

It was, remembers Ian, an emotional day: "He 
was meeting Tibetan refugees. They'd travelled 
across the Himalayas in the dead of winter to see 
their god - their king - and they were so moved 
by the experience. So was I, to be honest: it was 
one of those occasions I was glad to be able to 
hide behind the camera." 

Bake Off, of course, required Ian to switch 
sides and appear in front of the lens. He was 
sometimes emotional there, too, tearing up 
when he achieved his third Star Baker title - and 
when he made the final. "I really did put my all 
into it: I was on five, five-and-a-half hours sleep 
maximum. If you're going to do it, you've really 
got to do it." 

When asked 'What next?', he confesses the 
dream is to present an extreme baking show - 
where, one imagines, he might knock up a batch 
of creme brulees half-way up a mountain, or 
construct a croquembouche in the middle of a 
desert. 

Ian's no stranger to baking in extremis. (And 
no, I don't mean in the white heat of Paul's 
psych-'em-out stare.) While wooing wife Elinor, 
he cooked for her in civil war-torn South Sudan, 
where she worked for Medecine Sans Frontieres; 
she's now based at Addenbrooke's, an expert in 
infectious diseases. 

"I knew they were having turkey flown out for 
Christmas as a surprise, but they had no oven to 
cook it in. So I built one out of old oil cans, and 
tested it by cooking a tinned pineapple crumble. 
It probably wasn't the best crumble ever, but it 
worked." 

Ian is far from a lifelong baker; an old flatmate 
dines out on the fact he used to live on packet 
chocolate Swiss rolls: "I was just starting out as 
a photographer and had no money; they were 


only 19p." 

His photographic 
career has since 
taken him all over 
the world - he's 
worked in more 
than 50 countries 
- and seen him 
published in high- 


profile 


places: he's done ads for the likes of BA and 
Barclays, and five books with the Dalai Lama. 

Ian met Elinor in Belize (where botfly larvae 
embedded in his leg, for an added element 
of adventure), and the couple now have two 
children, Zoe, 8, and George, 5. The family 
relocated to Wilbraham, from Sussex, four years 
ago, and share their home - the most stunning 
Tudor place, set between the village's church 
and green - with the cat, the guinea fowl and a 
pair of guinea pigs. 

On Bake Off, Ian impressed with creations 
that were equal parts science experiment and 
engineering feat; take the fully operational 
wishing well he constructed in chocolate week. 
The son of an engineer, he can build almost 
anything (a zip wire for his kids, a giant catapult 
for local scouts, a scale model of the Cumming 
family home for the guinea fowl). 

"Paul said 'I bet your kitchen's like a 
laboratory'," laughs Ian. "But, as you can see, it's 
anything but." 

Containing a collection of rather higgledy 
cupboards, a temperamental old Aga and a table 
littered with toys, tools and an in-progress cake 
mould (Ian likes to make his own: he fashioned 
the "very fiddly" concentric lotus flower moulds 
for the Dalai Lama's cake himself), it's the 
antithesis of state-of-the-art stainless steel. 

In the centre of the table sits a pair of festive 
tarts, fresh from the oven. Ian passes me a slice 
for taste-testing, and readies a second helping 
atop the pliers lying in front of me. When you're 
eating food this good, who needs a plate? Filled 
with sweet chestnut, topped with caramelised 
clementine and with a hidden layer of home¬ 
made marmalade on the pastry base, the tart's 
perfection. 

Since the Cummings moved to Wilbraham 

- which is when, inspired by the gifts of their 
generous garden, Ian really got into baking 

- they've thrown a party each Christmas, to 
celebrate the fairy-lighting of the enormous fir 
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Ian has written us two festive recipes 
- a frangipani-topped mince pie and 
a chocolate and chestnut tart, both of 
which are pictured below.

tree which stands right beside their house. "I 
always make a lot of mince pies for that," says 
Ian. "I made them for our village bake off too - 
in fact that's where my Bake Off journey really 

started." 

Held in aid of village hall funds, the Great 
Wilbraham competition fell at Christmastime 
last year. Ian entered a souped-up version of his 
usual mince tarts, with a star of brandy butter 
set into their pastry tops, and a cake decorated 
with both green tea and orange and cranberry 
macarons. No prizes for guessing who won. 

Encouraged by Elinor - who, so the story 
goes, fancied going to the bunting-lined garden 
party which marks the end of each Bake Off 
series - Ian applied for the real thing. 

Several rounds of auditioning later, he got the 
phone call saying he'd made the live shows. "I 
was on the phone, trying to take it all in, and 
George was on the loo doing his finest. All I 
could hear, in the background, was 'Finiiished!'; 
children have a way of bringing you back to 
earth!" 

The best thing about doing Bake Off was, 
says Ian, surprising baking behemoths Paul and 
Mary. "When I told Paul I was putting rosemary 
in the biscotti, he was a bit alarmed; when he 
tasted the finished biscuits, he said it had really 
worked. To be able to surprise them - as well as 
myself! - was quite special." 

Describing himself as more a bread and 
pudding man than a cake baker, Ian's Bake 
Off triumphs are too numerous to list; his 
bread flower pot, filled with bread flowers and 
foliage, stands out in the memory, along with 
his tiered trio of baked cheesecakes, variously 
flavoured with spices and home-grown herbs. 

For him, the crowning glory was, fittingly 
enough, his crown-topped Charlotte Russe. 

"I was the last to finish, and I could feel 
everyone watching as I stuck on all the little 
silver balls. . . When I finished, everyone - 
the bakers, the crew - burst into applause! 

That was a great moment." 

Ian insists he's "still a newbie" when it 
comes to baking, though: "I'm learning 
all the time; there are huge gaps in my 
knowledge. Honestly, you should have 
seen my trial Madeira cake! It was grey. 


GREY. It was revolting." 

Though his extreme baking show may be 
a way off yet, Ian is already in demand as a 
judge; when we meet, he's limbering up for a 
run of three cake competitions - one run by 
Bottisham Guides, another at Balsham Primary, 
and the third, in Cambridge, in aid of mental 
health charity Mind. 

"The first one I judged was at Perse Girls. 

I got there and the teacher said 'They've got 
quite excited because you're coming: they've 
baked 84 cakes'. I tasted them all - I must 
admit I felt sick as a dog for the rest of the day. 

"But if, on the back of doing Bake Off, I can 
bring people a little happiness with my cakes. . . 
Well, that's a wonderful thing."

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A LMOST one in five (19 
per cent) of motorists 
say they would consider 
a hybrid or electric vehicle as 
their next car, a new study has 
found. 

Almost half (47 per cent) of 
this group said the potentially 
lower running costs - rather 
than the cut in emission levels 
- was the main attraction. 

Some 1,555 British 
motorists took part in 
the survey which was 
commissioned for the RAC 
Report on Motoring 2015. 

the motoring organisation 
warned that the figures 
demonstrate how changes to 
vehicle excise duty (VED) are 
likely to dampen enthusiasm 
for these vehicles. 

Under current regulations 
cars which produce up to 
lOOg/km of carbon dioxide 
are exempt from the tax. 

But from 201 7 only new 
cars which produce zero 
emissions will avoid VED. This 
means that lower-emission 
models will pay between £10 
and £100 in the first year and 
then the standard annual rate 
of £140. 

RAC chief engineer David 
Bizley accepted that the 
Treasury needs to take action 
to stabilise its income from 
VED in the wake of falling 
C02 levels from new cars. 

But he warned that the 
change in policy could have 
a detrimental impact on the 
popularity of low-carbon cars.

"As annual running costs 
play a significant part in the 
choice of a new vehicle, the 
removal of any VED benefit 
from running ultra-low-carbon 
vehicles, other than a pure 
electric vehicle, is bound to 
have an effect when motorists 
are weighing up the options," 
he said. 

"We accept the current VED 
system needs to be changed, 
but the Government's plans 
to remove one of the financial 


benefits of running plug-in 
hybrid or extended-range 
electric vehicles - the fastest- 
growing part of the ultra-low 
emission vehicle market 
- could easily put some 
motorists off buying them." 

Latest figures from 
the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders 
show that combined hybrid 
and electric car sales make 
up less than 3 per cent of the 
UK's new car market.

MILDENHALL have 5.04 
points left for the final rider 
in order to complete next 
year's team after confirming 
the return of Berwick 
teenager Luke Ruddick. 

The 17-year-old, who 
undertook 600-mile round- 
trips for home meetings 
in his debut season in the 
sport, showed enough 
potential and desire to 
warrant a second campaign 
with the KJM Fen Tigers. 

Ruddick was arguably 
Mildenhall's most promising 
rider in the early stages of 
the year, outshining and 
outscoring Tom Bacon, who 
went on to claim all the 
plaudits. 

His quick speed and raw 
ability saw him quickly 
rattle up three double¬ 
figure hauls and a brace of 
eights. 

It was form that soon 
moved him into the team's 
top five, which 
ultimately hampered 
his impressive progress, 
coupled with an elongated 
leg injury, sustained in 
early July, and struggling 
machinery. 

"I have unfinished 
business at Mildenhall," 
said Ruddick. 

"I probably wasn't as 
prepared as I needed to be 
last season to race league 
speedway. 

"It was a massive learning 
curve and, although things 
started well, I found the step 
up into the top five very 
hard. 

"I blew the engine that I 
was scoring all my points 
on and then injured my leg, 


which affected my confidence. 

"But I am determined to 
be fully prepared for next 
season and have spent 
£2,000 getting my engines 
sorted." 

Tigers' promoter Kevin 
Jolly said: "Luke showed 
plenty of potential 
on the track but what 


impressed me more was 
his commitment to the club 
and his desire to carve out a 
career in the sport. 

"I have nothing but 
admiration for him. 

"He knows he needs to 
upgrade his equipment this 
winter to allow him to really 
progress, as there is no 


doubting his natural talent." 

Ruddick is the fourth 
Mildenhall rider to be 
back from this year's 
disappointing campaign, 
joining Dan Halsey, Connor 
Mountain and Connor Coles. 

Jon Armstrong and Rob 
Parker are two new faces.

Goodjohn targeting titles 
after triumph on return 


STORM Desmond may have been 
wreaking havoc outside, but for 18 
minutes on Saturday night all of the 
attention inside York Hall was on 
Tornado Tyler. 

After little shy of an 11-month 
self-imposed break from boxing, 
Tyler Goodjohn made his come¬ 
back at the spiritual home of British 
boxing in Bethnal Green and chalked 
up a points victory over awkward 
Croatian Ivo Gogosevic. 

This was a reboot of the Wentworth 
man’s career in more ways than one, 
starting with this six-round contest 
seeing him step up a division to welter¬ 
weight. 

But, chiefly, it was the start of what 
Goodjohn hopes is a new approach 
to his craft, aiming to shake off the 
reputation which saw him acquire 
the ‘Tornado’ soubriquet due to 
being involved in so many toe-to-toe 
wars. 

The English super-lightweight 
champion admitted there were 
moments he almost slipped back into 
his old ways, although some stem 
words from coach Steve Whitwell in 
between rounds and the danger posed

by unpredictable opponent Gogosevic 
kept him focused. 

“A couple of times I thought T’m 
going to go to war with this guy and 
I’m going to be in a crowd-pleasing 
fight’,” said Goodjohn. 

“But I went back in round three 
and my trainer (Whitwell) said ‘you 
need to box’ and really laid the law 
down to me. 

“When I watch it back, it’ll be a 
case of I’ve won, I don’t need to get 
cut and blood all over the ring, and 
we move onto the next one.” 

The 60-54 verdict on referee Kieran 
McCann’s scorecard perhaps does 
not portray how much work Good¬ 
john had to do against Gogosevic, 
who tried everything from the ‘Ali 
Shuffle’, switching to southpaw and 
even, at one point, punching him¬ 
self repeatedly before launching an 
attack to unsettle the 24-year-old. 

Nevertheless, Goodjohn’s patience 
was rewarded with the 12th win of his 
16-fight career and he is eyeing being 
back among the title contenders soon 


- ideally with a fight closer to home 
as a reward for his vocal ‘Fen Army’ of 
fans who cheered from the balcony 
all fight. 

“I’m looking for titles,” said 
Goodjohn. 

“This guy wasn’t at the level I’ve 
fought at before and it’s one of those 
where I’m always going to up my 
game the better people I fight 

“I want to be fighting good people 
and I want to be fighting for titles 
because that’s my level. 

“Hopefully we can get a local fight 
because that would be nice for my 
support because they’ve always had 
to go to London or Manchester. 

“It would be a big thank you to 
everyone for all of their travelling.”
